India warns 
Pakistan 
on refugees 


‘NEW DELHI Reuter). — India ac- 
cused Pakistan yesterday of delibera- 

. tely forcing two milHon of its people 
to flee to India and said the situa- 
tion could lead to a threat to peace 
in South Asia.

The Supreme Court, by majority 
decision, allpwed an appeal t 
a judgment of the Jerustlem Dis- 
trict Court delivered on April 6, 
1970 {in ©.C. 152-67). 

The appellants are tenauts of the 
respondents, occupying two rooms, 
kitchen and conveniences on the 
second floor of’a building belong- 
jing to the latter. The appellants 
share an entrance hall’ and balcony 
leading off from the hai with the 
tenants of another three apartments 
on the same floor, This hall and 
balcony are not included in the 
contract of lease. 

The balcony was in a very bad 
state of repair and collapsed one 
ry day when Mrs. Balilati, her son 
and daughter happened to be stand- 
ing on it. They were ali injured 
and, in consequence, Mr. and Mrs. 
Balitati sued the respondents, taeir 
landlords, for damagés. 

The Jerusalem District Court dis- 
migsed the guilt on the grounds that 
the balcony had not been in the 
possession of the landlords or un- 
der thelr control and that they 
were, therefore, not liable for any 
damage caused by its state of dis- 
repair. 

In the appeal against this deci- 
sion to the Supreme Court, Mr, M. 
Nissim appeared for the appellants 
and Mr, R. Strauss for the res- 


pondents, 
Judgment 

.Justice Witkon, who delivered che 
majority judgment of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Beriuson concurring, 
first stated the aw as it was at 
the time the accident in question 
had occurred (that is before the 
amendment to the law in 1970). 

At that time, he noted, the law, 
as set out in sections 35 to S87 
of the Civil Wrongs Ordinance 
‘New Version} was that the owner 
or occupler of immovable property 
owes no duty in respect of the 
condition of, or the manitenance or 
repair of, such immovable property 
save to warn him of any concealed 
danger or hidden peril of which the 
owner, or occupier, must be presumed 
to have known. On the other hand, 
however, the owner or occupier of 
immovable property owes a duty 
to an invitee, as opposed to a “bare

tion, DDT. “Wildiffe is being deci~- 
mated,” came the cry, “DDT will 
soon cause cancer and untold da- 
Tage to future generations.” 
Public pressure mounted so 
quickly that .extremista had soon 
pushed through total bans on DDT 
in some places. If this only meant 
that apples and tomatoes looked less 
pretty or were less plentiful it 


-might not be serious. But what if 


the ban were to be extended to the 
maufacture of DDT and cut off 
needed supplies to the poorer na- 
tions of the world engaged in 2 
life-and-death struggle against di- 


sease? 
Better pesticides

ed that DDT presents a time-bomb 
menace because we do not yet 
know what the effects of long- 
term accumulation of this chemical 
in the body will be. But this is 
teo extreme; to give up real ad- 
vantages to avoid hypothetical dan- 
gers is unwise indeed. Furthermore, 
levels of DDT have noi been rising 
in the human population. 

Other replacements for DDT pro- 
posed,so far, such as biological con- 
trol, are nowhere near the 
where they can be used large-scale in 
an effective way. DDT remains the 
cheapest effective method available 
to less-developed countries in the 
fight against insect-borne disease. 

New and aHernative methods are 
being sought. WHO has an exten- 
sive programme to study, and try 
out in the field, methods of hio- 
logloal contre The range is wide: 
there is the technique of releasing 
sterile male insects which mate with 
females and produce no offspring. 
similar to that of releasing genetic- 
ally incompatible insects for the 
same purpose; there is the use of 
predators, such as guppy fish, to 
eat larvae; there is the use of 
diseases which attack the mosquito 
itself. But one thing is clear: none 
of these techniques can work alone 
or replace insecticides on a large 
seale. It is, therefore, inaccurate to 
claim that these methods can be 
employed today to replace DDT. 

In the fleld of chemicals, WHO 
makes every effort to encourage 
the development of new and better 
insecticides, and has already eva- 
luated more than 1,400 substances. 
A number of new compounds are 
already In use. But the insecti- 
cides are 12 to 20 times more ex- 
pensive than DDT and poorer coun- 
tries camnot afford them; also, 
some may represent a greater dan- 
ger to the sprayers and to the 
communities than DDT. 

If, ag a result of well-mi 
but misplaced concern about the 
environment, DDT production were 
to stop, many large-scale epide- 
mics could result. Events in Ceylon 
illustrate this vividly. By 1963, en- 
demic malaria had virtually dis- 
appeared but when, for a variety 
of reasons, insecticide spraying 
came to a halt, there was a ma- 
laria flare-up, During 1968-1969 
there were more than two million 
cases. This was not the result of 
the use of DDT, nor of resistance 
to it, but rather of its non-use.

Friday the city’s most pressing prob- 
Jem is pdliution of tts rivers and sea 
water. “Our warning to the Govern- 
ment has gone unheeded for years 
and only now — literally at the Jast 
minute — are we beginning to get 
some response,” he said. 

‘The Mayor explained that Tel Aviv 
is a “metropolis” not only from the 
cultural and commercial points of 
view but ecologically as well The 
Ayaion Stream, he said, is badly 
polluted, with sewage being piped in 
all the way from Jerusalem, Lydda 
ang Ramle. The situation of the 
Yarkon River has been greatly ag- 
gravated in the past year, since the 
use of sewage water for 
Purposes was banned following last 
year’s cholera outbreak. 


“Farmers from the Kfar Saba, 
Re’anana and Hod Hasharon areas 
are also sending us their 
Mr. Rabinowitz complained.

Local government 
‘too dependent 
on Treasury’

HAIFA. — Local authorities are 
growing ever more dependant on the 
‘Treasury, Mayor Moshe Wieman 
complained on Friday. Haifa, he 
said, derives only 42.4 per cent of 
its revenue from its residents and 
47.6 per cent from the Government. 

The Mayor was speaking oat the 
Maritime and Economics Club, 

He said that most local authorities 
were in financial straits which 
threatened their services and their 
very survival. "Under present cir- 
cumstances, with local rates frozen 
for years and wages and other cost 
items in local budgets rising, it is 
simply impossible to balance a budget 
this year without immediate, sub- 
stantial aid from the central govern- 
ment. In future, local governments 
must be allowed to increase the 
share of revenue collected from 
Yocal residents. It ig undesirable for 
Tocal guthorities to be 90 dependent 
on the national exchequer,” Mr. Flie- 
man said. “It runs counter to the 
principle of local responsibility for 
local affairs,” he added.
